MONTGOMERY, Ala. Nov. %.—The 
gubernatcrial situation has assumed a

Capt. Kolb bases his claims to the Gov-

KOLB’S RISE IN POLITICS. 
Capt. Kolb’s political career dates promi- 
nently from 1890, when he was State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. The Farmers’ 
Alliance was then first coming to the front 


as a political faction, and, being a farmer, 
Kolb was soon a leader among Alliance 
men. They chose him as their litical 
leader, too, and that year he was the Alli- 
ance-Democrat candidate for the Demo- 
cratic Gubernatorial nomination. He went 
into the Democratic State Convention lack- 
ing but a dozen votes to nominate him. 
There were four other candidates, all anti- 
Alliance men, viz.: Joseph Johnson, Will- 
iam Richardson, Capt. Crook and Thomas 
G. Jones. None of these four had within 
forty delegates of Kolb’s number, but 
among the followers of those four it was 
anything to beat Kolb. After days of 
balloting the opposition combined its 
strength on Jones, who had gone into the 
convention with less delegates than any 
other candidate, and nominated him. Kolb 
at once charged that he had been tricked 
out of the nomination, but soon acquiesced 
and took the stump for Jones, who was 
elected without opposition. 

Two years later Kolb was again a cat- 
didate for the Democratic Gubernatorial 
nomination, despite the fact that it had 
been customary to renominate the incum- 
bent for a second term. Kolb's cry on the 
stump was that the convention two years 
before had swindled him out of the nomi- 
nation. Both he and Jones made a vigor- 
ous canvass, and the campaign was the 
bitterest that ever occurred within party 
lines in Alabama. Democratic primary 
elections were held in the various counties, 
and when the State Convention met Jones 
had a majority of the delegates, though 
there were many contests. 

Kolb and his delegates, when they saw 
Jones’ renomination inevitable, did not go 
into the convention, amt met in a separate 
hall and organized a — arty of their own, 
calling it the Jeffersonian Democracy. They 
nominated Kolb and a full State ticket.

PERSONNEL OF THE LEADERS. 
Reuben F. Kolb, who seeks to be Gover- 
nor of Alabama is a native of Barbour 
County, Ala., where he was born in April, 


1839. He was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina and, during the civil 
war figured in the camp — 2 of the West. 
After the war he engag in 1 . 
soon becoming noted for his progressive 
farming, and was appointed in 1886 * 
Commissioner of Agriculture by 

Seay. In 188? he was elected President of the 
National Farmers’ Congress, and Was un- 
animously elected at its second annual 
convention. In 1886, while Commisioner of 
Agriculture, he was sent through the 
Northwest by the State with a carload 
of Alabama exhibits, extensively adver- 
tising the State’s resources at various fairs.
